Mr. Davis ih ripping into the Republicans in his 
Geceptance speech said that the Washington con- 
ference for the stopping of naval competition in 
building and for the limitation of armament in the 
far east had been of moré than doubtful value, In 
opening his campaign in Columbus Tuesday he ex- 
plained what he meant by that. 

He says that the naval agreement fixed a ratio 
of equality with Great Britain and of superiority 
to Japan in battleship tonnage and that the United 
States has not kept its fi¢et up tothe ratio. He 
gays that the Pacific treaty pledged the United 
States not to fortify the Philippines and Guam 
and that hence they cannot be given military de- 
fense.

From thie human standpéint, anthrax 
and foot and mouth diseases are on al- 
most the same level. A few cases of 
human foot and mouth disease, and a 
considerably larger number of cases of 
human anthrax, have been reported, but 
neither is of particular interest in the 
epidemiology of human diseases. 

Anthrax in a man is a “dead end.” 
Nobody eatthes it from aman having 
the disease. The disease is. kept alive 
in and by lower animals. 

For all practical purposes, the man 
who has anthrax is not infective for 
either lower animals nor for man.. Man 
is pocasionally affected throfigh food, 
and aiso through inhaling dust contain- 
ing anthrax bacilli, but this very rarely 
happens. Infection of man through the 
bite of a fly ts also remotely podstbie. 

In the Barrier charts for health officers 
under “Barriers Against Anthrax,” fly 
campaigns is put down at the bottom of 
the list of second barriers, and boiling 
the milk at the bottom of the list of 
third barriers.

No leaflet dealing with the 
subject properly has ‘been written. The best 
beok is that by Sellards. It is too technical 
for you and it is several years old. 

It emphasizes the use of soda as 8 cure. 
At the present time diet as a means of pre- 
vention is being stressed and soda is used 
only for emergencies. The dict that is em- 
ployed for the emergency is rich im carbe- 
hydrates—that is, cereal and sugar. Fats are 
eliminated. Skim milk is given when there 
ie reason to give milk. Children who are 
very prone to acidogig do well to get them 
lime and their growth vitamines from green, 
leafy vegetables, using but little milk.

A creditor does not. merely by virtue of 
being in ossession of goods belonging to his 
debtor, have any technical right to sell with- 
out legal proceedings, although the richt of 
seetom would give him a qualified im- 
munity if sold without right. 

Uniess the value of the goods is email 
compared with the debt and they are not 
likely to be reclaimed, the safest course is to 
proceed vnder the 1921. statute, which pro- 
vides “for @ lien’ analageus to the familiar 
mechanic's lien on real estate. 
who has expended labor material on a 
chattel or furnished storage at the request 
of its owner shall have « lien for the con- 
tract price or veasonable worth of what he 
has furnished, for one year after the furnish - 
ing, notwithstanding that porsession has 
been surrendered to the owner. Such lien 
shall cease at expiration of sixty days from 
delivery to owner, unless claimant files .in 
recorder’s office. a lien notice. a form being 
eet forth mm the statute.
